Governor's day at the aviation meet 
almost became a second President’s day, 
and it was mayors day. Gov- 
ernor Eben 8S. Draper and his suite ar- 
rived early in the afternoon, and Presi- 
dent Taft had arranged to run down 
from Beverly, although official duties at 
last kept him away. Mayor Fitzgerald

“I eall your attention to what Judge 
Sater did a year ago in the case of the 
6triking miners in southern Ohio. The 
employers applied to hiin for an injunction 
pyuinst the miners. He declined to grant 
Ht, but he gave to both parties a lecture 
from the bench to which I am glad to 
gay they paid heed. He warned them 
that violence would not be permitted and 
that the whole power of the state would, 
lf necessary, be invoked to suppress it. 

“He warned the miners particularly 
that their worst enemies were those 
among their own numbers or their sym- 
pathizers who committeed deeds of vio- 
lence and also warned the capitalists 
that deeds of violence by their employees 
did just as much damage to their cause 
and were just as flagrant outrages 
against the public as the deeds of vio- 
lence committed by the miners and sym- 
pathizers of the miners and that one 
would no more be tolerated than the 
other. 

“Therefore, friends, your duty is to 
establish law and order and it is espe- 
cially to the interests of the wage work- 
ers that law and order should be estab- 
lished and they should be the first to 
join effectively in the mdvement. No 
pleas should be entertained for a moment 
that would delay the putting of an end 
to the reign of lawless violence. 

“Let the employees remember that it 
may be well to the interest of some of 
their Jeaders for political or other reasons 
to have lawlessness and disorder con- 
tinue, but that it is preeminently against 
the interest of the workingmen them- 
selves. 

“Then your duty has only begun. Then 
you will have obtained law and order, 
bul you should treat this merely as the 
first, although necessary and all impor- 
tent step in obtaining justice.

USING DYNAMITE 
ON FARM BRINGS 
RICH CORN CROP 


———————— 


T. Henry Caldwell of South 
Carolina “Plows” by Ex- 
plosives and Expects 250 
Bushels an Acre. 


CHARLOTTE, N. C.—T. Henry Cald- 
well of Spartansburg county, South Car- 


olina, the dynamite farmer, is the only 


man in America who has employed dyna- 
mite successfully in plowing his fields. 
He now has the best corn in the county. 
The land on which the corn was grown 
was plowed by placing charges of dyna- 
mite five or six feet under ground and 
about eight feet apart, and by discharg- 


ing them the earth was literally torn 
to pieces. It was not necessary to do 
any further plowing. 

“There are 47 rows with 511 stalks to 
the row, averaging two ears to the stalk. 
There will be 20,234 ears,” says Mr. 
Caldwell. “Allowing 140 ears of corn to 
the bushel, this will give me a yield of 
208 bushels. The field is just one acre 
in size, and was surveyed for entering 
the corn ‘growing contest. The corn is 
unusually large and I expect to make 
250 bushels on this acre.” 

To date the corn, dynamite and other 
expenses connected with the preparation 
have cost $68.50. The field was planted 
on Good Friday.

MOTOR BOAT RACE 


Sra 


Boats Will Contest in Five 
Classes According to Speed 
—Many Valuable Trophies 
to Be Offered. 


NEW YORK—Motor boat enthusiasts 
are taking considerable interest in a 24. 
hour race for power speed craft of 14 
miles an hour or better which is planned 
to be run off in New York waters be- 
fore the end of the season by one of the 
clubs on the Hudson river. 

Five classes are, to be raced. The 
first class will be for boats with a speed 


| of between 14 and 18 miles, the second 


'

for those between 18 and 21 miles, the 
third for boats between 2] and 25 miles, 
the fourth between 25 and 28 miles and 
the fifth class 28 miles and over. There 
will be five distinct courses, one for each 
class.. ‘The length of the courses will be 
such that all the boats, no matter in 
what class they are sailing, will make 
the same number of rounds, if they sail 
according to the rated, speed. 

The courses will be triangular and 
short enough so that even the fastest 
boats will be in sight of the judges’ boat 
at ajl times. The fifth class will sail 
over a course about six miles long, the 
first class over a three-mile course and 
the other classes over courses measured 
proportionate to their speed. 

Cups will be offered for the three boats 
making the greatest numoper of rounds 
and also for the boat making the 24-hour 
run with the least number of stops. Each 
minute stop will be counted as one 
point against the racer. 

Entry .blanks .for the contest will 
probably be distributed before the end 
of the month, and as the prizes are to be 
valuable a large entry list is expected. 
The race will be the greatest endurance 
contest for motor boats ever held.

Although the New York stock mar- 
ket continued dull and professional to- 
day the tone was firm. There was talk 
of investment buying, but this has not | 
yet developed to any extent as the vol- | 
ume for some time past 
has been exceedingly small. News that 
might be considered unfavorable is hav- 
ing less effect as a depressing factor on 
stocks than formerly, and for this rea- 
son holders of long stock are more hope- 
ful of an eventual improvement in prices.

NEW YORK—On comparatively few 
transactions American Hide & Leather

The present quotation of 9914, 
of over 7.20 per cent, is indicative of the 
bonds’ speculative position, especially 
when considered in connection with the 
price fluctuations noted above.

Of interest is the statement in the an- 
nual report now published that during the 
year $266,000 par value of the bonds was 
purchased for the sinking fund at a cost 
in cash of $270,051, which means that 
the bonds were bought in by the com- 
pany at an average price of approxi- 
mately 101.50.

CHICAGO—The American Railway As-

There is a reduction in the surplus 
of 18,738 cars, or 23.8 per cent. Of this 
6969 are box cars, a decrease of 26.5 per 
cent in this class, while the decrease in 
coal and gondola cars is 8662 or 38.0 
per cent. 

There is quite an increase in the short- 
age, the total for this report being 9293 
ears, of which 4954 are box cars and 
2964 coal and gondolas. 

The decrease in surplus is quite gen- 
eral, excepting in group six (northwest- 
ern), where the reductions in coal and 
miscellaneous (the latter stock cars) 
were offset by an increase in the box 
surplus and in group 11 (Canadian), 
which also reports an increase in box 
car surplus. This stuation seems to 
indicate the accumulation of box cars 
for the movemerit of grain from the 
Northwest. 

Group 1 (New Englantl), which shows 
ap increased surplus on our last bulletin, 
reports a decrease of over 40 per cent, 
with shortages in all classes totaling 
777 cars. 

The reduction in coal car surplus is 
quite heavy in grOuips 2 (eastern), 
(middle), and 5 (southern), while group 
4 (north. Atlantic) reports a shortage 
in this class of 2120 cars, an increase of 
1120 cars since our last bulletin.

WILBUR IRON 


PROPERTIES 


J. G. McNulty, chief engineer of the 
Hawthorne Silver & Iron Mines, Ltd., 
has issued his third report on the Wilbur 
iron properties amd other portions of 
Kingston and Pembroke iron region, 
Canada. He says in part: 

The crushing and hoisting plant ati 
the main shaft, as already advised, is 
now in full operation. The capacity of 
this plant is avout 500 tons per day and 
contracts are now being placed for the 
miditional machinery to enable us to 
increase this capacity to from 800 to 
1000 tons per day. 

A large amount of this additional ma- 
ehinery is already on hand and we shall 
be able, tnerefore, to make the addi- 
tion at a comparatively small expense, 
amounting only to a few thousand dol- 
lars. This additional installation will 
in no wise stop our present operations, 
and the present plant therefore will be 
operated without interruption. 

Plans are also being prepared for the 
immediate erection of a second plant, 
this to be located at the vertical shaft, 
and to havé a daily eapacity 1000 
tons. We may reasonably assume that 
this will be completed within four 
months, which will then bring our daily, 
output up to about 2000 tons. Mean- 
while the development work will be con- 
tinued in the other shafts, that, if 
the company so desires, it will be able 
to operate ‘n the immediate vicinity of 
the present workings at a half dozen or 
more points. The properties, in fact, 
are so large and the volume of ore that 
can be made available is so enormous, 
that it will rest really with the manage- 
ment just how large a scale we shall 
operate on.

The department might feel warranted 
in proceeding to change the designs of 
the notes without awaiting the opinions 
of banking institutions, but a somewhat 
different proposition is presented in the 
plan to reduce the size of the notes to 
6 by 2% inches. The department recog- 
nizes that public convenience is more or 
less involved in a system to which most 
of the cash drawers and pocketbooks of 
the country have been adapted, hence it 
is disposed to welcome criticisms and 
opinions from bankers and business men 
before attempting any radical change. 

Under authority of Secretary Mac- 
Veagh, a special committee of treasury 
officials has been at work for months 
upon the details involved in the change 
of designs and the proposed reduction in 
the size of paper currency. This com- 
mittee has canvassed with equal candor 
the advantages of and the ojections to 
the plan. Discussing the details of pop- 
ular interest involved, Secretary Mac- 
Veagh makes the following statement: 

“I am hopeful that the public will con- 
sider favorably, as the treasury depart- 
ment is inclined to consider favorably, 
the economies and other advantages 
which would result ultimately from the 
use of a somewhat smaller paper cur- 
rency. The present size of paper cur- 
rency is 3.04 inches wide by 7.28 inches 
long, and it has been proposed that our 
notes be reduced to 24% inches wide by 
6 inches long, the same size as the Phil- 
ippine paper currency, which has proved 
an unqualified success—and a size which, 
when it is not brought into direct com- 
parison with the present note, and when 
not scrutinized, would not, to most peo- 
ple, present a noticeable change. From 
the treasury point of veiw, the proposed 
reduction would result in an estimated 
saving to the government of $612,603 
every year. This economy would be 
gained from various sources. For ex- 
ample, we would print five notes where 
we print four now, and the increased 
production of 25 per cent more notes 
with the same labor as at present, carried 
through all the various processes of wet- 
ting, examining, counting, drying, num- 
bering, sealing, separating, etc. would 
save more than $200,000 a year alone. 
The saving in the cost of paper would 
be almost $90,000 and the decrease in 
the cost of plate printing would amount 
to almost $270,000.

‘The smaller 
notes could be carried flat and, being 
preserved in that shape, would not wear 
from folding and would be more readily 
handled by cashiers, tellers and clerks. 
We have carefully experimented with 
bank vierks and tellers in the city of 
Washington and learn that they are just 
as easily handled and counted as the 
old notes. The smaller notes could be 
more closely packed on the counters of 
the banks and, in fact, banks as well 
as sub-treasuries probably could store 
2 per cent’ more of the new than of the 
old notes in their vaults. 

“Tt will not be necessary to change the 
dimensions of cash drawers, tills, com- 
partments, etc., which now hold the 
present size of money as they will hold 
also currency of the size proposed. This 
would not be true, of course, if the pro- 
posal was to enlarge the size of the 
notes. 

“The only objection to adopting 
smaller notes which seems to me of spe- 
cial importance is that for some time 
two sizes of paper money would be in 
use and bank tellers and the business 
public would be correspondingly incon- 
venienced. I think, however, that this 
objection could be largely if not almost 
wholly overcome by preparing in ad- 
vance enough of the new notes so that 
they could be exchanged for old notes 
on a fixed date at all sub-treasuries,

station at Glace Bay, N. 8., is now open, 
and the company is sending and receiv- 
ing messages between that point and the 
station at Clifden, Ireland.

The Glace Bay station covers 150 acres 
of ground, and the fan-shaped aerial 
wires are 6000 feet long and about 1000 
feet wide. These wires are supported by 
30 masts, each 250 feet high. The in- 
struments are of the most powerful 
make, having a radius of 3000 miles. 
Across this they can send and 
receive with surprising distinctness, al- 
though in communicating with the Clif- 
den station the sound waves have only 
1700 miles to travel. 

In a few months the Marconi 
pany will be prepared to receive and 
transmit messages to continental 
Europe. 

“The opening of the Glace Bay sta- 
tion has been a great step forward for 
the Marconi company,” said John Bot- 
tomley, vice-president of the company. 
“Communication between Nova Scotia 
and Ireland is now carried on without a 
break. An increasigg commercial busi- 
ness is being done, for business men are 
coming to appreciate that the service is 
trustworthy and at a less cost than 
cable messages.” 

The Marconi company is soon be- 
come a factor in the coastwise steam- 
ship business on this side of the Atlan- 
tic. Since the new law was passed re- 
quiring vessels carrying 50 passengers 
to be equipped with the wireless, nego- 
tiations have been opened with several 
coastwise steamship lines for the equip 
ment of between 70 and 100 steamships.

It has proven its worth at 
every step of the way and those who 
have had most to do with the better- 
ment of civic conditions are strong in 
its praise. 

With the tots it starts along such 
simple lines as preventing the dropping 
of banana and orange peels on the side- 
walks and in the streets, or the chalking 
of houses. They are led to see that 
this is disorderly, unsightly and unlov- 
ing, and readily agree to do it no more. 
But in two or three days interest flags 
and the promise is forgot. Then comes 
the proposition that now they ha’ve seen 
that such acts are an offense and, should 
be stopped. They appoint policemen 
whose duty it is to see that the laws 
are’ obeyed. They are not to act in 
autocratic dictatorialness but in loving 
helpfulness. The children like this, 
especially since they make their own 
pelections each day and all, boys 
and girls alike, have turns at being 
From this there is naturally 
evolved a mayor to make appointments 
and receive the reports of the officers 
and a presiding officer of the legislative 
body, consisting of all the children, to 
take the vote.

It should be remembered, 
however, that damaged stamps are 
worth but a smal! fraction of the value 
of perfect copies, and only in rare cases 
can be sold. 

‘ Once in a while you will come across 
a stamp that has been repaired. Per- 
haps it was torn in half or a piece was 
torn off one corner and the parts were 
mended together again. Some men are 
experts at repairing and can mend a 
stamp so as to make it pass unnoticed. 
In such a case it does not hurt to put 
the stamp into the album, as a person 
looking through it would not observe 
that it was damaged. 

If you care about the looks of your 
stamps, do not collect copies heavily can- 
celed so as to hide most of the design. 
Nothing looks worse than a stamp with 
a heavy smudge cancellation. 


TO REMOVE STAMPS FROM ALBUM. 


_ Johnston Craig, of “ jkwood, Mo.,

writes the editor ofthis department an 
interesting letter in which he gives the 
following as a method he used without 
injury to the book for removing stamps 
pasted in his album. 

Cut enough pieces of newspaper about 
the size of a leaf in the album, to go 
between all the leaves having stamps 
pasted on them, and after soaking them 
thoroughly, place them in the book, Put 
a small weight on the album and leave it 
this way until the stamps are wet enough 
to be easily pulled off after one corner 
has been pried up with a knife. As the 
stamps are taken from the page soak off 
in cledn water any paste that may have 
stayed on their backs, and wipe off with 
a damp rag any that may have stuck.to 
the page. Then put a dry piece of news- 
paper into the book, continuing the 
process through the album, Leave the 
album for several hours and then take 
the paper out, put the album under a 
heavy weight, until the pages are 
thoroughly dry, and you will find it will 
be almost as good as ever.

This 
is the opinion of men who have studied 
them on their vacations.

THREE MILLION DOLLAR PLAN 
TO SAVE CALIFORNIA DESERT 


— eee ~_ 
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SAN BERNARDINO, Cal.—The elimi- 
nation of a vast section of the desert 
region of San Bernardino county and its 
transformation into an agricultural dis- 
trict that will rival the Imperial valley 
is embraced in a gigantic reclamation 
scheme of W. F. Holt, a Redlands mil- 
ionaire, and J. W. Tibbott, both of 
whom have large interests in the Im- 
perial country. 

The project embraces the gigantic tract 
of 460,000 acres of desert land about 
Otis, a railroad town on the Salt Lake 
road, and the reclamation of 60,000 
Inches of water from the subterranean 
channel of the Mojave river, which sinks 
in ‘the ground a short distance from 
Daggett, after flowing from the San 
Bernardino mountain range. 

According to Thomas 0. Williams of 


Yermo, who is connected with the project 
qgnd who is in from the desert, the com- 
pany has F. C, Finkle, a water expert 
of Los Angeles, on the ground with a 
crew of engineers laying out the plan 
for the irrigation system. Already the 
60,000 inches of water has been filed 
upon. The plan includes the diversion 
of this water from about three miles 


northeast of Daggett, where the water | 


is reached at a depth of about 20 feet. 

It is said that the capital to be in- 
vested in the gigantic scheme to trans- 
form the flesert is approximately $3,- 
000,000. 

The success of the venture will mean 
much to the vast desert section of this 
county, mow practically unpopulated, 
with the exception of the railroad and 
mining towns.

When next the first touch of warm 
weather comes to town it is said that 
flat dwellers will no longer hear it her- 
alded by the cheery call of “Want any 
ice today, lady?” from the depths of the 
dumbwaiter shaft. They will merely 


press the button and turn on the refrig- 
erator. 

This was the prediction made by 
Thomas E. Murray, general manager of 
the New York Edison Company, in an 
address before the Association of Lilum- 
inating Companies, now in convention in 
the Thousand Islands. 

The theory, from the electrician’s point 
of view, is this: New York uses all the 
electricity that the great power-houses 
can provide in winter. It uses. about 
one third that amount in summer. Con- 
versely, it uses all the ice obtainable in 
summer, but little in winter.

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VAST FORESTS OF ALASKA 


—— —— 


EMARKING that the anxiety over 

deforestation of our country is re- 
lieved thereby, the Chicago Inter Ocean 
reviews the report of the department of 
agriculture as follows: 

It is stated that the coast forests of 
Alaska contain, at a conservative esti- 
mate, 75,000,000,000 feet of merchant- 
able timber. 

In the coast region white spruce 
averages 20 per cent and hemlock 75 
per cent of the standing timber. The 
spruce, which is becoming very scarce 
in the United States, reaches a large 
size in Alaska, diameters of six feet 
and heights of 150 feet being not un- 
common. “Western” red cedar grows 
to diameters of three and four feet and 
as high as 125 feet. The rings counted 
on trees cut down this year show that 
one of spruce which was 54 inches in 
diameter 25 feet above the ground was 
600 years old, and one of red cedar 
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The Kaiser and the 
Nobel Prize 
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HE proposal to confer the Nobel peace 
prize upon the Kaiser, interesting as 
it was, is foredoomed, owing to technical 
objections, to failure, at all events for 
the present year. The chairman of the 
Norwegian committee in whose gift the 
prize is, has explained that, owing to the 
fact that the Kaiser’s name was not sub- 
mitted previous to the Ist of February, it 
is impossible, under the terms of the gift, 
to accept his name. The announcement 
will no doubt come as a disappointment 
to those who had hoped to mark in this 
way their appreciation of the fact that 
the war lord of the greatest military em- 
pire in the world -kas kept the peace dur- 
ing the entire 22 years of his reign, but 
it will also come rather as a relief to 
that section of the German public which 
seem to have been fearful that the be- 
stowal of the prize would have been re- 
garded as an intimation that the mili- 
tary and naval preparations of Germany 
were not to be regarded seriously. That 
such an opinion should exist, in no mat- 
ter how small an area of the population, 
tends to prove if anything how remark- 
able the feat of the Kaiser has been in 
preserving the peace of Europe.

The annual lumber cut in the coast 
forests of Alaska is estimated at 27,- 
000,000 feet and most of it is used for 
cases in which to pack‘canned salmon. 
Spruce is used almost exclusively for 
these cases and the lumber

brings about $20 per 1000 feet at the 
sawmill. Very little hemlock is used. 
Because of the excellent paper pulp 
which can be made from it and spruce, 
the bureau of forestry recommends that 
rafts of these woods be transported by 
the inland water routes to Seattle, to 
supply pulp mills. 

That the timber resources of Alaska 
can be properly conserved is apparent 
from the fact that nearly all of the 
coast forests of southern and south- 
eastern Alaska are included in the na- 
tional forests of Tongass and Chugach. 
Nearly 27,000,000 acres are comprised in 
these two tracts reserved by the govern- 
ment. Alaska has truly continental pro- 
portions and the greater part of it re- 
mains to be explored. Its most northern 
and southern points are as far apart 
as Canada and Mexico, while from south- 
eastern Alaska to the Aleutian islands 
is as far as from Buffalo to San 
Francisca. 


Nice’s Pumpkin Festiva] 


The pumpkin festival at Nice is one 
of those old world customs rescued by 
popular sentiment from a gradual de- 
cay that gras hastening toward oblivion, 
says the Wide World Magazine. It is 
a celebration singularly unique, in that 
the widest exuberance of spirit al- 
ternates with serjous’ religious cere- 
monies, representations of art and pro- 
saic business dealings—a celebration s0 
quaint and so little like the usual pro- 
ductions of modern mankind that it 
leaves one with the impression of hav- 
witnessed a scene idealized upon 
stage rather than an actual festi- 
val of the present practical age.

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OTHENBURG on the Tauber, or das 

Frankische Jerusalem, as it is poeti- 
cally called because of certain resem- 
blances to the Holy City, is perhaps the 
most picturesque of the old walled towns 
now in existence, and its interest for 
the traveling public seems ever on the 
increase. 

Situated on a highsplateau overlooking 
an undulating valley of graceful curves 
and emerald slopes, its natural charm 
alone lifts it far above the commonplace;

Englishman Who Was 
a King 


The African explorer, John Boyes, who 
left his native city of Hull eight years 
ago, has just returned, says the London 
Standard. Leating Hull to go to sea at 
the age of 13, Mr. Boyes went to Africa 
for the first time in 1896, and he went 
through the Matabele campaign. Later 
he was made king over a tribe of sav- 
ages, called the Kikurus, and reigned 
over them for three years, when he re 
signed his regal position because of diffi 
culties with the British government. In 
1902 he came back to England for a 
short holiday, and then returned to. Brit- 
ish East Africa, and traveled 1200 miles 
over desert country between Abyssinia 
and British East Africa. He states that 
he is the second white man to cross the 
region, the first being Lord Delamere.

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PEARLS AND TIN PLATE | 


O protective duty was so bitterly 
opposed by free traders as the tin 
plate duty. Fortunes were made from 
this fostered “infant industry.” W. B. 
Leeds of Chicago became president of 
the tin plate trust. He went to Paris 
to live. There he purchased for his 
wife the pearls now known as the 
Leeds necklace. Years had been re- 
quired +o assemble and match these 
pearls, and the necklace had become 
celebrated. A syndicate of French 
jewelers, headed by Bernard and Hugo 
Citroen, was organized to dispose of it. 
When Mrs. Leeds acquired it, the news 
promptly circulated among customs 
secret service men. They learned that 
the price was $340,000, part of the bar- 
gain being that she was to have the 
necklace while in Paris, and on depart- 
ing would return it to the jewelers, 
who must make the delivery to her 
at Newport without further cost.

Changing a Comma

| may be said at the outset that while Mr. 
| Roosevelt is a man with whom, concerning 
| | most things, it is easy to agree, he is also 
a, —~ aman with whom, concerning some things, 
agreement is difficult, or impossible. Accepting his views and 
sentiments in certain specific instances is a very different matter 
from approving or indorsing them as a whole. No man in his 


day and generation has done more to arouse the moral conscience 
of the world than has Theodore Roosevelt, and no man_ has 
succeeded to a greater extent than he in changing the attitude of 
the public mind everywhere toward moral. weaknesses and 
irregularities in the public and private conduct of men. Previous 
indebtedness to him of all right thinking people on this account has 
been increased immeasurably during the last two weeks. His 
unwavering stand for political cleanliness and 
uprightness in dealing, for the raising of the cause of the masses 
above all selfishness and sordidness, has strengthened the great hold 
he had already secured upon the affection and confidence of millions 
of his countrymen. There can be no reasonable doubt that he is 
the most popular man in his country today. 

And it will not do for those who are at variance with him 
at all points to attribute his popularity to causes that reflect credit 
neither upon his sincerity, his judgment nor his patriotism. If it 
be true that his appeals are oftener made to the emotions than- to 
the reasoning faculties of his audiences, it 1s true, likewise, that 
the emotions to which he appeals are of the highest *type. It is 
impossible to find Theodore Roosevelt at any time or at any place 
appealing to the megner. instincts or passions of men. In the course 
of his western trip he has worked his hearers up to the point of 
wild enthusiasm on numerous occasions by simply awakening them 
to the recognition of truths that have long been knocking at their 
consciences for admission. He has been telling them little that they 
did not already know, but he has been telling it with an eloquence 
and an impressiveness that will make it dwell with them. He has 
brought men to their sense of duty as citizens in a democracy where 
the conduct of one 1s the concern of all. 

lt is not strange, no matter how regrettable, that one so 
powerfully moved and so capable of moving others should be 
swerved at times by considerations and prejudices which have their 
root in an exalted self-confidence and self-esteem. Thus, Mr. 
Roosevelt, entertaining no doubt whatever as to his own ability 
and honesty and prudence while occupying the high position, would 
make the presidency paramount in the affairs of this government. 
Ihe legislative and judicial branches, in his opinion, should be 
subservient to the executive. He would amend the constitution to 
meet present needs and strengthen the barriers which the founders 
of the republic erected that it might be safeguarded from violation. 
He would remove the supreme court from temptations that endanger 
unbiased decisions. He would substitute for the form of gov- 
ernment set up by the fathers a new nationalism which would 
be in accord with the progressive, radical, insurgent thought of 
today, no matter how far it might be out of accord with the 
popular idea of tomorrow. Assuming that he were the executive— 
and here is where he might fall into the pit that the founders of 
the government strove so hard to avoid—everything would run 
more smoothly for everybody were constitutional and legal and 
legislative restrictions and powers cast aside and the entire 
responsibility of governing placed in the hands of the executive. 


This is centralization in its logical final stage, and it is an 
open question whether it is not farther than the citizenship of the 
United States will go with any man or any body of men. 


It is cause for congratulation and rejoicing that humanity has 
reached the stage where it can measure men according to their real 
worth. We have in Mr. Roosevelt a former President, a retired 
statesman and politician, a private citizen, from whom there is no 
disposition in any party or among any class to withhold the full 
measure of praise. That he is not, and will not be, followed where 
he leads toward a mistake is neither sign nor proof that the nation 
is not, or will not continue to be, with him in every step wherein 
his guidance is right.

crime. Force of example thus is discernible 
in the practise, and excuses have multiplied 
so rapidly that the acts are condoned by 
stock arguments before they are committed. Many are inclined 
to the belief that smuggling is on the increase, basing this opinion 
upon the numerous exposures at New York, the great American 
gateway. We do not hold to this idea. Instead efficiency in service 
is rather bringing the practise to an end by laying bare the peculations 
trom the government that had grown to almost common practise. 
[t is the uncovering of evil that always destroys it, and the covert 
acts of American citizens who would defraud their government are 
not alone punishable by fine but by the moral stigma of unpatriotism. 

One of the principal contributing causes of these endeavors 
to defraud the government is the belief that the tariff charges are 
unjust and unwarranted. Such a basis of aetion illustrates forcibly 
how narrow judgment may be warped by personal feeling that 
beclouds wrong-doing. A fixed standard of right is the only safe 
rule and guide for any individual. Laws enacted by a governing 
body may not please all of those affected, but they must be observed, 
nevertheless, by all who come within that jurisdiction. The nation 
may prescribe wherein it shall derive the supporting revenue, and no 
system of argument can make pardonable an attempt to evade the 
requirements. 

Most of the would-be smugglers who have been detected of 
late were persons on whom the payment of the duties would have 
imposed no hardships. When those who occupy high positions in 
the social world display so little aversion to placing their reputations 
for probity at stake, what can be expected of others who have less 
to risk and more apparently to gain? The offense of smuggling 
cannot be obliterated by mere payment of a fine or diminished by 
a laugh. Estimated as it should be in the mind of every prospective 
smuggler, this crime 1s reactive and may also be looked upon as 
one committed against the 90,000,000 or more people whose 
government the revenue evaded would have helped to maintain.

AcaIn the United States has’ narrowly 
avoided an international stir by prompt 
correction of the impression arising from 
injudicious expressions accredited to one of 
its agents. The reputed interview with 
Richard O. Marsh, charge d'affaires of the 
American legation at Panama, if allowed 
to stand, would have placed his government 
on record as threatening the isthman 
republic with occupation or annexation 
unless certain prescribed methods were observed in naming President 
Obaldia’s successor. Hence the state department's orders to Mr. 
Marsh that he publicly repudiate the statement. Thereby the United 
States disclaimed responsibility for the alleged interview, while 
insisting that the Panamans follow the letter of their constitution. 

When Dr. Mendoza passed automatically trom _ the 
vice-presidency into the temporary presidency of Panama he 
became amenable to a constitutional bar against electing to the 
second office in the republic a person already filling the presidency. 
Therefore, Dr. Mendoza was ineligible to reelection as Vice-President 
in order to fill out President Obaldia’s unexpired term, although 
the Liberal majority in the Assembly insisted upon making him the 
choice. In view of its treaty agreement to maintain the Panama 
constitution the United States has fulfilled a duty in taking so firm 
a stand. 

Harmony was entering into the negotiations, when the charge 
d'affaires, a little cog in a great wheel, evidently presumed without 
authority to speak in behalf of a nation by ventilating some of his 
personal beliefs. Coming from a source apparently so representative 
of the United States, it is not remarkable that considerable 
importance was attached to his views, that they were thought to be 
inspired and that excitement resulted. Embarrassing a government 
thus is not a light matter, as Mr. Marsh now understands. Silence 
as golden today as ever, particularly where intricate diplomatic 
affairs are concerned. This rebuke to an officer in Panama will 
prove salutary in checking any similar tendency toward garrulity 
elsewhere among those whose lhghtest word 1s scrutinized by persons
